King Louis XIV of 
France (1638-1715) liked the trend because he wanted 
to look taller. He even had battle scenes painted on the 


heels of one pair. 
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BUGGIN’ OUT Wigs reached towering heights during 
the time of France’s Louis XVI, who reigned from 1774 
to 1792. Some women decorated their wigs with vases 
and fresh flowers. Others built dioramas in them. 
Since it took hours to do these 'dos, women rarely 
washed their hair. Meanwhile, lice and other creepy 
crawlies grew underneath their wigs. But instead of 
taking off their wigs, women just cut slits in them so 
the crawlies could creep out. 


THE BALD TRUTH Men wore wigs between the 1600s 
and 1800s. King Louis XIII of France first wore one in 
1624 to cover up his balding head. Soon all of the upper 
class wore wigs, even kids.

The front and back are ready to be 
joined; the two pieces are turned 
inside out and stitched up the 
outsides of the legs. The fabric is 
reversed and the inseam (the 
stitching on the inside of the leg) 
is sewn next. 


A machine folds and hems the 
bottom of the pant—or shorts— 
legs. Then the five belt loops 
are affixed. 


The waistband is sewn onto the top of the pants. Then the button is 


attached, and the buttonhole is made. 


Finally, the Levi's patch is sewn on to the waistband, the rivets are 
stamped in, and loose threads are trimmed. 


The finished jeans are bundled in groups of 60, 
from which six Pairs are chosen to be inspected. 
If an inspector finds something wrong, all the 
jeans in that bundle are sent back to be fixed. If 
they pass the test, some of the jeans are sent to 
a finishing center, where they're washed or dyed. 
Others are shipped directly to stores.
